First of Assessment 
Lists Published Today 


The Daily R egister is today publishing the first of the tow n­ 
ship personal p ro perty and real estate assessm ent lists for Saline 
County, 
O thers will ap p ear fro m tim e to tim e as the assessors 
com plete their books, with som e of the lists to appear in o th er 
Saline county new spapers 


I tie list is being published by Paul Hilliard, county tre a su re r 
and collector, and ex-officio supervisor of assessm ents. 
A fter 
the lists are published, the taxp ayers are privileged to appeal to 
the Board of Review, first floor of court house, in event they 
consider assessm ents u niair, or if the property is not correctly 
listed. 


I he am ount of assessm ent lister! IS NOT the am ount of 
taxes due, nor is it the (m al assessm ent figure. 
In ord er to 
equalize assessm ents in various counties of the state, the Illinois 
D epartm ent of R evenue furn ishes a figure by which assessm ents 
tu rned in by assessors are m ultiplied to get the final figure. 


Saline co unty’s m ultiplier last year was 5 5556. 
T hus p ro ­ 
perty which was assessed last year at $1000 would be ex tended 
as $5,555.60. 
O th e r county m u ltip liers vary. 
In Hamilton cou n­ 
ty, for instance, the m ultiplier was 7 6923, on the basis th at p ro ­ 
perty there is not turn ed in by assessors as high as in Saline 
county, but by using the m ultiplier, the pro perty w ould be 
assessed on about the sam e basis as here. 


The assessm ent this year includes real estate which Is as­ 
sessed every four years, and o rdinarily would not have been 
assessed until 1955. 
However, the four year period did n ot fall 
in the sam e year for all counties in Illinois, and all are assessing 
this year to m ake the real estate assessm ent years the same. 
On the basis of assessm ents this year, taxes will be paid In 
1955. 
The am ou nt of taxes is Dually determ in ed by totaling the 
levies to be m ade in S eptem b er by various taxing bodies, includ ­ 
ing the county, cities and villages, townships, school districts, etc.
